Victory! Victory!
 PETERSBURG AND RICHMOND OURS

LEE RETREATING.

GRANT IN CLOSE PURSUIT.

12,000 Prisoners and 50 Cannons cap-
tured.

Below we give the several despatches an-
nouncing the opening of the spring cam-
paign, and the defeatof’ Lee. On Wednes-
day, March 29th. Gen. Grant put his whole
army in motion, and soon pressed the rebel
richt back to the South Side Railroad, and
broke through Lee's lines at several import-
ant points. On Thursday the fizhting was

A Washington letter says: At present no
change in the policy of the Secretary of the
Treasury is probable. The sale of seven-
thirty notes 15 steady; indeed, it has been
but slightly affected by the panic. The
sale yesterday was between three and four
million. Ttis believed at the Treasury De-
partment and by the government agent
that the gradual reduetion of the premium
on gold will inerease rather than decrease
the popularity of these securities. The
fact that within a flxed period. and that a
short one, these notes wifl be convertible in-
to money, secures them from depreciation
because of a panic. Even if the long bonds
were to temporarily decline, the simple
fact that these bonds, at the expiration of
three vears, will be paid in a curreney then
doubtless worth as much as gold, the inter-
est mcantime being at the high rate of sev-
en and three-tenths per cent., must keep
them at par. These are the opinions of
gentlemen in the Treasury Department—
whether they be correct or not.

A dispateh from Montreal gives the fol-
